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YOUR  PART  IN  THE  COLLEGE 


Dear  Partners: 

"The  whole  is  greater  than  any  of  its  parts."  This  truth  a  college 
president  must  never  forget,  although  he  is  often,  tempted  to  ignore 
it  in  dealing  with  a  single  problem  or  aspect  of  the  institution's 
life. 

A  college  is  a  composite  and  comiplex  organization,  embracing 
many  groups  and  in  erests.  Any  question  of  importance  must  be 
considered  in  the  light  of  its  effect  upon  the  total  college  consti- 
tuency.    Take  the  case  of  our  own  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

The  Students.  In  a  peculiar  sense  the  student  body  is  the  col- 
lege, and  the  school  exists  primarily  to  serve  the  students.  But  the 
students  come  and  go,  and  the  student  body  undergoes  a  complete 
change  every  four  years. 

The  Alumni.  The  graduates  and  former  students  are  also  a  part  of  'the  college  and 
have  a  big  stake  in  the  institution's  ongoing  life  and  reputation.  It  is  largely  through 
her  alumni  that  the  college  serves  society. 

The  Faculty.  The  heart  of  the  college  is  its  faculty.  The  institution  can  rise  no 
higher  than  the  level  of  those  who  teach. 

The  Administration.  Administrative  officers  are  essential  to  the  operation  of  the  col- 
lege. It  is  their  duty  to  maintain  and  direct  the  necessary  organization  in  conducting 
the  program. 

The  Board  of  Trustees.  The  governing  board,  consisting  of  twenty-one  elected  mem- 
bers, determines  the  policies  and  establishes  the  program  to  be  followed  and  executed. 

The  Church.  The  College  is  the  servant  of  the  church  which  founded  it.  Lenoir 
Rhyne  is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolnia.  The  Synod  elects  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  is  directly  responsible  for  the 
support  of  the  school. 

The  Com^munity.  The  college,  located  in  a  specific  geographical  area,  holds  a  unique 
relationship  to  the  immediate  community  of  which  it  is  a  part.  The  college  and  the 
community  will  enrich  each  other  when  a  happy  relationship  exists. 

Other  Pa'^rons.  Many  other  patrons  and  supporters  who  fall  in'o  none  of  the  above 
classifications  are  scattered  abroad.    These,  too,  are  a  part  of  our  college. 

It  is  the  aim  of  your  president  to  serve  this  total  college  constituency  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  school,  leading  all  the  component  parts  to  work  together  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  institution  as  a  whole.

"Cold  and  clear"  was  the  weather  fore- 
cast. For  once  the  weather  man  was 
right;  and  ^s  soon  as  breakfast  was  over, 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  marching  band  left 
Hickory,  shivering  slightly  in  the  cold, 
crisp  air  of  December,  in  order  to  perform 
in  ceremonies  at  the  Cigar  Bowl  football 
game  in  Tampa,  Florida. 

As  early  as  the  fifth  hour  lights  began 
to  be  turned  on  in  both  men  and  women's 
dormitories  and  activity  began,  so  that 
everything  would  be  in  order  for  the  busses 
to  be  packed  and  ready  to  leave  at  the  ap- 
pointed hour.  After  the  usual  bargaining 
for  front  seats,  two  silver  colored  Queen 
City  Trailway  busses  with  LENOIR 
RHYNE  BAND  painted  on  the  sides  in 
huge  red  and  black  let'ers  pulled  away 
from  the  curb  and  the  campus,  bound  for 
the  Sunshine  Sta':e  and  the  City  of  Cigars.

L.  R.  fans  felt  proud  of 
their  marching  band. 

Early  Sunday  morning  the  band  left 
Clearwater  in  order  to  get  to  Jacksonville 
in  time  for  church.  The  members  went  in 
a  body  to  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  and 
afterward  ate  lunoh  in  Jacksonville. 

Late  Sunday  night  the  two  busses  pulled 
into  the  LR  campus  and  seventy  travel 
weary,  but  happy  students  sleepily  gather- 
ed their  bags  and  trugged  to  their  dorms 
afer  an  exciting,  wonderful  1400  mile, 
four  s!:ate  trip.

''Christ  and  the  Rich  Young  Ruler'' 


Cecil  Goldmg's  reproduction  of  "Christ 
and  the  Rich  Young  Ruler,"  the  master- 
piece of  religious  art  by  Heinrich  Hoff- 
man, has  been  presented  to  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  by  the  congregation  of  St.  John's 
Lutheran  Church,  in  Cabarrus  County,  one 
of  the  mo'^her  churches  of  the  Lutheran 
faith  in  North  Carolina. 

The  painting,  which  hangs  in  the  foyer 
of  the  Administration  Building,  presents  a 
message  clearly  evidenced  by  the  coun- 
tenances of  the  Christ  and  the  Rich  Young 
Ruler.  In  1889  Heinrich  Hoffman  painted 
the  original  work  and  kept  it  as  a  prize 
possession  until  his  death.  Now  the  ori- 
ginal hangs  in  historic  Riverside  Church 
in  New  York  City. 

St.  John's  Church  was  established  by 
German  emigrants  from  Pennsylvania  in 
1745.  This  historic  church  is  noted  for  its 
interest  in  Christian  education  since  one 
of  the  first  parochial  schools  in  piedmont 
North  Carolina  was  established  by  St. 
John's  Church  in  1773.  The  donors  of  the 
painting,  the  members  of  the  congregation, 
have  always  contributed  to  the  expansion 
of  Christian  Education  and  Lutheran  in- 
fluence in  North  Carolina.    By  the  gift  of 


this  painting  St.  John's  Church  has  again 
demonstrated  her  active  interest  in  Lenoir 
Rhyne. 

The  inscription  on  the  plaque  attached 
to  the  painting  reads:  "Christ  and  the 
Rich  Young  Ruler  by  Heinrich  Hoffman, 
reproduced  by  Cecil  Golding.  Presented 
by  St.  John's  Lu'^heran  Church,  Cabarrus 
County  in  memory  of  it's  first  members — 
who  helped  to  plant  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  North  Carolina — and  the  Reverend 
Adolphus  Nussmann,  of  Gottingem  Uni~ 
versity,  who  as  Pastor  of  St.  John's  Church 
1773-1794,  confirmed  their  labors,  estab- 
lished St.  John's  Parochial  School,  and 
minis'^ered  to  the  Lutherans  of  Piedmont, 
North  Carolina." 

Those  who  participated  in  the  unveiling 
ceremonies  were  Dr.  Voigt  Cromer,  Presi- 
dent of  Lenoir  Rhyne;  The  Reverend  C. 
Lee  Shipton,  Pastor  of  St.  John's  Church 
and  great,  great,  great  grandson  of  Adol- 
phus Nussmann  the  first  pastor;  the  Rev- 
erend M.  L.  Stirewalt,  Sr.,  D.D.,  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhjme; 
Miss  Ruth  Blackwelder,  Associate  Profes- 
sor of  His'^ory  at  Lenoir  Rhyne;  and  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  Octet,  Prof.  Kenneth  B.  Lee,

Seventy -nine  per  cent  of  the  student  body 
voted  in  the  much  publicized  and  hotly 
contested  race. 

On  election  eve  the  assembly  buHding 
buzzed  with  activity  as  the  two  contend- 
ing sides  and  other  interested  persons  took 
their  places  on  the  platform.  Members  of 
the  Yoimg  Republican  and  Young  Demo- 
crats Clubs  presented  arguments  for  their 
candidates. 

The  following  morning  members  of  the 
Iota  Epsilon  Omega  kept  the  polls  open 
and  at  the  end  of  the  voting  found  that  one 
of  the  largest  percentages  of  s  udents  to 
vote  in  any  election  on  the  campus  had 
cast  ballots.

Miss  Anne  Huffman  from  Catawba, 
Douglas  Sanders  from  Morganton,  and  Ben 
Shumate  from  Jacksonville  represented 
Lenoir  Rhyne  in  the  Senate. 

Miss  Ruth  Hamm  from  Hagerstown,  Md., 
Miss  Carolyn  Kagey  from  Edinburg,  Va., 
and  Coleman  Pannell  from  Claremont  rep  - 
resented  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  the  Lower 
House. 

During  the  sessions,  bills  providing  for 
a  revision  of  the  trustee  system  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  better  education 
for  mentally  retarded  children,  a  new  sal- 
ary system  for  North  Carolina  teachers, 
equal  distribution  of  escheats,  and  non- 
segregation  in  public  schools  were  passed. 
The  Lenoir  Rhyne  delegation's  bill  provid- 
ing for  equal  suffrage  for  college  students 
in  elections  passed  both  chambers  of  the 
legislative  body. 

Misses  Carolyn  Kagey  and  Ruth  Hamm 
will  represent  Lenoir  Rhyne  on  the  In- 
terim Council  during  the  year. 


Dr.  Cauble  Submits 
Resignation  To  Council 


Dr.  Frank  P.  Cauble,  who  has  served  as 
pastor  of  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  Church 
and  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  for  nearly 
twelve  years,  has  submitted  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  church  council  in  order  to  ac- 
cept a  call  from  the  Board  of  American 
Missions  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  to  organize  and  develop  a  new 
congregation  at  Hagerstown,  Md. 

The  resignation  was  read  to  i.he  council 
recently  and  will  be  read  to  the  congrega- 
tion for  approval  in  the  near  future.  Dr. 
Cauble  asked  that  his  resignation  become 
effective  as  of  February  15,  1953. 

Dr.  Cauble  graduated  from  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  the  class  of  1926,  and  later  from 
the  Lutheran  Southern  Theological  Semi- 
nary. He  received  the  M.A.  degree  from 
the  University  of  South  Carolina  and  the 
Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  college  since  1941  and 
has  been  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
student  welfare  for  a  number  of  years.  He 
was  also  chairman  of  the  Hickory  Min^'s- 
terial  Association  and  President  of  the 
Western  Conference  of  the  Norlh  Carolina 
Synod. 

A  paragraph  of  Dr.  Cauble's  letter  of 
resignation  reads  as  follows: 

"I  have  been  at  St.  Andrew's  since 
March  1,  1941,  and  I  believe  that  during 
these  years  the  Lord  has  truly  blessed  our 
mutual  efforts  to  further  His  Kingdom.  A 
new  parsonage  has  been  built  and  our 
beautiful  new  church  has  become  a  reality. 
Our  confirmed  membership  has  increased 
twenty -five  percent;  our  Sunday  School 
and  Church  attendance  has  increased  fifty 
percent,  and  our  contribu'^ions  have  in- 
creased 500  percent.  The  work  as  a  whole 
is  in  splendid  condition.  Surely  our  labor 
has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord."

Bears  Named  North  State  Champs 


For  the  past  two  seasons  the  "Big  Bad 
Bears"  of  Lsnoir  Rhyne  have  been  labeled 
the  "Best  in  the  History  of  Lenoir  Rhyne." 
But  the  unbeaten,  untied  team  of  1952  is 
the  greatest  of  all  time.  Lenoir  Rhyne  was 
handed  this  label  two  years  ago  as  they 
wound  up  the  season  with  a  8-2  record, 
while  in  1951  they  soared  through  the  sea- 
son with  an  over  all  record  of  10  triumphs 
and  one  defeat  copping  their  first  North 
State  crown  and  playing  in  their  first  bowl 
game.  The  Bruins  went  through  their  1952 
season  like  a  "rocket  going  by  a  model 
T",  having  their  first  undefeated  season  in 
the  history  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 's  great  sports 
department  and  being  the  second  highest 
scoring  machine  in  the  nation. 


Head  football  director  Clarence  Stasa- 
vich,  aided  by  bis  very  able  assistants 
Pride  Ratterree  and  Troy  Washam,  molded 
together  the  greatest  football  eleven  ever 
to  hit  the  North  State  Conference.  Their 
"Big  Bad  Bears"  set  an  all  time  state  scor- 
ing record  for  the  grand  total  of  368  points 
in  nins  gridiron  battles  and  defensively 
they  were  tops,  only  allowing  their  op- 
ponents 78  points.  The  only  blemish  to 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  great  powerhouse  was 
handed  to  them  by  the  "Sparlans"  of  Tam- 
pa University  in  the  Cigar  Bowl  with  the 
Bruins  going  down  in  defeat  gloriously  21 
to  12. 

The  "Mighty  Grizzlies"  started  off  the 
season  with  a  little  weakness  in  their  of- 
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Phillips  Field,  the  scene  of  the  skirmish  between  the  Bears  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  and  the  Spartans  of 
Tampa,  in  the  Cigar  Bowl,  is  shown  above.

fense  but  squeezed  by  East  Carolina  7  to 
6,  Bridgewater's  "Eagles"  flew  into  Hick- 
ory only  to  go  limping  back  to  Virginia  on 
the  lopsided  end  of  the  scoring  column  79 
to  0.  Down  from  the  hills  of  Boone  came 
the  Teachers  of  Appalachian  for  Lenoir 
Rhyne 's  top  game  of  the  season.  After 
sixty  minutes  of  heart  rendering  football 
the  Bears  emerged  in  victory  for  the  third 
straight  time  of  the  season  with  a  14  to  12 
triumph  over  the  "Teachers"  of  Appala- 
chian. 

After  the  Bruins  two  tight  games  with 
East  Carolina  and  Appalachian  Lenoir 
Rhyne  shifted  into  high  gear  and  soared 
through  the  remainder  of  their  schedule 
like  "Grant  taking  Richmond."  The  Bears 
romped  over  Bridgewater  79  to  0;  West- 
ern Carolina  42  to  13;  Newberry  40  to  12; 
Guilford  76  to  0;  Elon  55  to  7;  and  bitter 
rival  Catawba  41  to  13.  The  only  defeat 
of  the  "Big  Bad  Bears"  was  by  the  "Spar- 
tans" of  Tampa  University  in  the  Cigar 
Bowl  21  to  12.    This  defeat  was  hard  to 


take,  for  it  had  been  a  lang  time 
since  the  Bears  had  tasted  the  bitter 
dregs  of  defeat — ^but  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
team  took  it  on  the  chin  like  only  cham- 
pions can  do.  To  this  day  sEK)rts  fans  of 
the  Bears  are  asking  themselves  "Did  it 
really  happen?"  In  the  opinion  of  all  the 
Bears  are  still  the  top  team,  and  the  1952 
fooJ^ball  squad  will  remain  in  our  hearts 
as  the  greatest  team  Lenoir  Rhyne  has 
ever  known. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  again  led  the  All -Con- 
ference team  with  eight  Bears  for  the 
largest  number  from  one  school  in  the 
North  State  Conference  to  ever  make  the 
mythical  squad.  These  included  fullback 
Steve  Trudnak,  who  led  the  Bruin  scoring 
parade  wih  91  poin'is  to  his  credit,  half- 
backs Gene  and  Jerry  Robinson,  quarter- 
back and  Co -Captain  Jim  Garrett,  end 
Giles  Setzer,  tackle  Harold  Egelsky,  guard 
Bob  Mauser,  and  guard  Arden  "Baby"  Ray. 
Those  on  the  North  State  Championship 
team  receiving  honorable  mention     were 
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linebacker  Sid  Wilson,  tackle  Ted  Goins 
and  tackle  Floyd  McCanless. 

Trudnak,  Mauser,  and  Gene  Robinson 
repeated  on  the  Greensboro  Daily  News 
All-State  squad;  while  "Trucking  S.eve" 
gained  a  ber.h  on  the  Associated  Press 
All-State  second  team, 

"Big  Trud"  was  not  to  be  over  looked  in 
'52  for  his  tremendous  play  by  being  giv- 
en a  berth  in  the  fullback  slot  on  the 
Little-All-American  team.  As  it  was  in 
1951,  "Big  S  eve"  again  received  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  Award  for  the  North 
State  Conference.  Gene  Robinson  was 
awarded  the  Most  Outstanding  Player 
trophy  for  his  fine  play  in  the  Cigar 
Bowl.  "Mr.  Defense",  Sid  Wilson  re- 
peated again  in  1952  by  receiving  the 
Hickory  Quarterback  Club's  "Best  Defen- 
sive Player"  Award. 

This  year  the  Bears  will  be  hit  hard, 
losing   twelve     players     from     the     1952 


Championship  team.  Those  graduating 
members  are:  Co -Captains  Jim  Garrett 
and  Sid  Wilson,  halfbacks  Gene  and  Jerry 
Robinson,  tackle  Ted  Goins,  fullback  Steve 
Trudnak,  fullback  Angelo  Frank,  tailback 
Bill  "Shorty"  Crook,  wingbacks  Wally 
Gilbert  and  Donald  "Red"   Kirkpatrick. 

It  marked  the  second  time  in  a  row  that 
the  "Big  Bears"  have  taken  the  North 
S  ate  Conference  Championship.  While 
this  years  team  gave  Lenoir  Rhyne  its 
first  unbeaten,  untied  season  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  college  and  set  an  all  time  scor- 
ing record  for  the  state. 

Football  has  come  a  long  way  since  its 
early  beginning  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  and  now 
it  has  put  the  "Luke"  institution  upon  the 
map  as  the  football  powerhouse  of  the 
Carolinas'.  Hats  off  to  Head  Football 
Coach  Clarence  Stasavcih  who  builds 
Championship  teams  and  at  the  same  time 
builds  men  as  champions.
